LONDON. D cember 17, 8:15 A. Mm.—O'Donnell 
was )anged at 8: o'clock this morning. 

Despite the boisterous and squally weather,a 
considerable crowd assembied at the prisor at 
7 o'clock this mornving, hundreds of workmen 
passing by the jail Wailing to gaze at the biack 
flag among them O'Donnell’s bvrother.whopaced io 
and fro opposite the flacstaff in a most restiess 
and dejected manner, excing the sympathy of all 
present. 


reERFECTLY RESIGNED. 
(Donnell wa. notified at 7:30;t0 make ready. 
He was perfectly resigned and expressed prea. 
sorrow for hisoutburstof temperin the odck at 
the conciusion of the trial. He said he buae felt 
the createst animosity for the witnesses who ap- 
peared against him, but it had now disappeared. 
After communion had been admiuistered to the 
condemned man, Binns, the bangman, eniered his 
cell. O'Donnell submitted to the operation of 
pinioning with a smile and without a murmur. 
The , rocession then moved tuward the scaffold. 
O'Donnell waiked with great firmness and wiihb- 
out the assistance of the wardens, who stood close 
around him. He was perfectly caim and self-pos- 
sessed. While 
STANDING ON THE DROP 
he looked around unconcernedly. Binns per- 
formed the remainder of his duty quickly. He 
allowed a drop of cight feet. The noose was 
placed exactly as Marwood used to piace it. Ben- 
ris pulled the lever of the trap precisely as the 
neighboring church clocks were striking eight. 
The crowd in front of Newgate 
increased rapidiy, and shortly before 8 o’clock 
numbered 20,000 persons. The streets were closely

New York, December 17.—The hanging of 
©’ Donnell was a surprise to his compatriots, who 
somehow thought Engiana would listen to a voice 
from the United States and commute the sen- 


lence. 
SEARCHING FOR THE JURY. 


Lonpon, December 17,—The friends of O’Don- 
nell continued their efforts vo obtain a meeting of 
the jurymen who convicted bim until late Satur- 
day night, when eight of them had been found. It 
was impossible to trace the other four, and the 
friends of the condemned man Were compeiled to 
abandon the search. Fivé jurymen were anxious 
to have a meeting of the jury. 

LONDON, December 17.—O’Donnell’s brother 
occupied a doorway opposite the prison,in view of 
the flag-stafl, upon which bis eyes were riveted. 
He was the object of the deepest interest and cur- 
losity of the crowd, who pressed so closely upon 
him that the police had to interfere for his pro- 
tection. When the black flag was boisted he re- 
moved his bat and remained some moments, ap- 
parently praying, his features working painfully. 
He stayed at the same spot for some 
time afier the execution. To the peopie 
lingering around he said ina hoarse voice: “My 
poor brother. He has died as bravely as man 
ever died!” This was received with cries of 
“yes.” He then departed and the crowd dis. 

persea, 

O'DONNELL RETIRED AT AN EARLY HOUR 
last evening. This morning be rose promptly and 
took a good breakfast shortly after 5 o'clock. 
At 6 Father Fleming arrived. He re- 
ceived the prisoner's last communica- 
tion and administered the Holy Sacrament. 
A tew minutes pefore $ o'clock the prisoner was 
removed from his cell to a large room of the 
prison, escuffd by the wardens. Ip the large 
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and Under Sheriffs, the Governor of th¢ Jail, 
Rev. Mr. Duffield, prison ehaplain, and the 
Newgate surgeon. 

Death was iustautaneous, according to the sur- 
geon.there being scarcely any muscular movement 
ot the hanging form. As the black flag was run 
up, those within the prison could hear the hushed 
| murmur from the multitude outside, The body 
hung one bour, when it was cut down and re- 
moved for the proper legal inquest. 

THE INQUEST. 

The usual inquest upon the body of O'Donnell 
showed that the face bore acaim expression, 
The head was quite loose from the tfunt. The 
rope made adeep indentation in the neck. 
The usual verdict wag rendered. 

Binns, the hangman, was sf00d-humoredly 
mobbea bya crowd wiile leaving the Newgate 
Prison. Afterwards he drove away in a Govern- 
ment postal van to escape observation.

The Tee-Nail Found in the Loft — Emma 
Bend Trial.

Cross-examined, he said that he 
found the paring six feet away from the platform 
where the oulrage was commitied, 
Wm. H. Kam) testified that he saw the pari 
tried on Montgomery's left toenail. His tes 
mony was the same as Moshbeti.

The Woerst Expreesed Fears of the Mary 

Ann Huibert Confirmed. 
CaIcAGco, December 17.—A Duluth, Minn.., 
special says: A tug which arrived from North 
Shore yesterday brings the positive intelligence 
that the worstfears of those who imagined the 
schoover Mary Ann Hulburt lost have been con- 
firmed. She went down during a severe gale last 
Wednesday night, with twenty men on board, all 
of whom were lost. Their names are not kaown, 
but most of them were railroad laborers. She was 
being towed by thetug Aincardine, and during 
the storm sprang a leak and began to fill, and 
naving a green crew who did not know how io 
manace her, she began arifting with the wind and 
tufving the tug from its course, when the tug, to

afloat, whea she almost immediately weut down.

“HELD UP." . 


Thugs and Robbers Still Plying 
Their Murderous Avocation, 
—— <a 


A Man Brutally Assaulted at His Own Door— 
Two Attempts at Robbery Las’ Night—A 
Burglar’s Kit Captured—A Masquerading 
Footpad—No Arrests as Yet. 


The indications are that the gang of thieves 
and burglars who have had their owg way dur- 
ing the whole of last week, are stillin possession 


of the city. Saturday night, there were two or 
three little raids, which showed that the “voys” 
wore yet on deck. 

Henry Mest, a teamster, in the employ of the 
O'sullivan Lumber Company, corner of Kighth 
and Spruce streets, met one of the gang Oo! ma» 
pauders, andthey charged him $11 for the priv- 
ile e ot their society for afew minutes. He had 
just put up his team at the corner of Twenty-first 
avd Papin streets, and was on. bis way 
to his home, at 1007 Biddle street, 
with his week’s wages in his eke. 
On Twenty-first street,between Pine and Chestnut 
streets, he was stopped by two men, One of whom 

nted a pistol at him and told him to be quiet. 
hey took the amount of money mentioned above 
and escaped down an alley. 

About.the same hour, Saturday night. a young 
man named Stewart, who works at Mr. Stone's 
foundry on Carr street, was dov.n at the shop on 
business. He started. to walk home to the 
northern part of the city, where he lives, 
As he was passing along Second street, between 
Ashiey and O'Fallon streets, shortly before 9 p.™., 
three fellows, whom he saw only very indistineily, 
bouneed upon him. Stewart says that one of the 
party threw a bag or piece of cioth over bis head, 
while atthe same time his arms were ptnioned, 
All bis pockets were searched and he was re 
lieved of all the monev he had, nearly $12 in all. 
THE FELLOWS USED NO WEAPONS, 
Stewart says; but they went about the matter so 
quietly that there Was no doubt that they were 
secure and able to make a fight if any resistance 
should be offered. Tle matter has of course 
been reported to the police, but the clews are of 
little use, and there is little hope that the mis- 
creants will be caught. r 

Later Saturday a man named William Kennedy 
réporied that he was walking along Cass avenue 
near Eighteenth street when a brick struck bim 
in the back of the head and-he fell to the pave- 
ment. Two men then ran up and vook $3, all Mr. 
Kennedy’s money. He told tbe police that he 
recognized botn of the men, that one of them was 
aieilow namea “Skippy Dean” alias Clark, and 
that his artner’s name was Noonan. 
Yesterday, Dean, who is an old Work House in- 
nate, came to the Third District Station to state 
that he had nothing atali to do with the matter 
and that the report in the papers did him @ griev- 
ous injustice. Investigation proved this to De 
true, so far as could be learned, and Mr. Dean is 
still at liberty. 

Last pizht the gang was again at work. Fred 
Dauschel, who lives at 1014 Julia street, has some 
business te attend to. and went out in 
his spring wagon. <As_ he alighted in 
front of his door, on his returo, five 
young men rushed out of an alley way near 
by aud attempted to rob him. He resisted as well 
as he could, but the gang was too strong for bin. 
One of the thugs cut him ip the back of the head 
during the struggle, and all the others helped to 
beat him severeiy. They finally got Dauschel down 
m the sidewalk and searchea him thoroughly, 
He had neither money nor Valuabies about him, 
so the robbers went away empty-handed after ali 
their trouble. Dausciel’s injures are rather 
painful, but they are not of a dangerous charac- 
ter, according to the statemert of his physicians. 
The police bave been laboring hard ail the week, 
bui they obtained no clew to the perpetrators of 
these or any ef the otwer robberies, gave in one 
instance. 

William Warren, the man whom Henry Bayer 
the Franklin avenue saloon-keeper, recognized as 
eve of the three who robved him last Tuesday 
night, is In the leck-up at tue Four Courts,

In Olncinnati there is 
a permanent committee, which has no other duty 
thau to induce national conventions and other 
bodies to meet there. As acousequénce there is 
something going on all the year round. Couven- 
tions will not come just for the praying for them,”

was toting Grif. Prather, yesterday, that he 
ought to calla meeting and do something himself, 
He said that he had written to a great many mem- 
bers of the committee.

Nothing in the history of the commercial 


development of St. Louis could be more hu 


miliating than the revelation made public in 
the Post-DisPATcH of last Friday, that in 
the matter of trade with Mexico, our St. 
Louis merchants were obliged to pay a balf 
a cent a pound higher rates for freight than 


were paid by Chicago for a ionger haul. 


All attempts to deny or evade the disgrace 


of this situation are in vain. . 


No words can express the depth of the hu- 


miliation it emphasizes. 


For the past four years St. Louis has been 
looking forward to the completion of rail- 
road connections with Mexico, anda prepar- 
ing to enter upon the control of the vast and 


profitable trade that lay ready to our hand. 


St. Louis bad had many disappointments 
and losses. Its winter wheat had gone to 
Chicago, its packing trade to Kansas City;

ROWSHE’S GAS BILL. 


Gas companies may be organized without 
number under the general law, but their ex- 
istence is only theoretical without the con- 
sent of the city to use its streets, and there- 
fore that consent is practically the charter 


af the company. 


Mr. Rowse’s bill is the 


grant of a charter to anew gas company, 
with the right to lay its mains under all the 
Streets of the city, the obligation to lay 
them to the extent of one hundred and 
twenty miles, and the right to charge the 
same price for gas that the Laclede Gas 
Company is now supplying its gas for, viz., 
one dollar and fifty cents per thousand. The 
new company is under no agreement to sup- 
ply the outlying portions of the city, and it 
may occupy the best and leave off the other 
parts of it, The city has no right to buy its 
works for twepty years, and the new eom- 
pany may “acquire” its mains instead of 


laying them in the streets. This is 
cise nature of the bill.

gas in the old company’s district so lung as 
Judge LusKe’s decision stands, which will 
in any event be several years; or that it will 
—except, perhaps, during the brief period 
of a gas war—sell north of Washington ave- 
nue for less than the price now asked in that 
district. No gas company ever selis perma- 
nently for less than it nas by law the right 
to charge. 

The tripartite agreement was passed under 
the false pretense of cheap gas, while this 
bill does not even propose to cheapen the 
price of it, When the Laclede raises its 
present price the city can, act, and it need 
not act before, That agreement bartered 
away the right to buy the old company’s 
works at a valuation, which included its 
franchise, under a faise prete nse. This bill 
passes the city’s right to those works in 1890, 
or at least its right to “acquire” them then 
ata nominal price, for nothing at all, 

The water gas men have all of a sudden 
become much alarnied lest the city should be 
left in outer darkness six years hence, 
when the old company goes out of exist- 
ence and all ita, pipes” pass by law 
to the city. We cannet share in their ex- 
cessive fear. Every member of the Munici- 
pal Assembly, and even their immediate 
successors, will go out of office before this 
dreadful day comes, The people had the 
gas question before them at the last election. 
The result was eleven thousand majority 
against, Is it not just as well for all those 
who expect to live in this community as 
honest men to give them a chance to ex- 
pre ss their judgment on this question at the 
next election? 

The city needs no charter to operate gas 
works. Noone can sell gas in St. Louis, 
after 1890, except the Laclede Company, 
without the consent of the city. “Every 
dog has its day,"”” The old company has the 
monopoly now—the city has it then and for- 
ever a terwards. ‘The people want no sec- 
ond tripartite agreement to pass it away. 
The city has only to refuse all bids for Its 
franchise in order to fall heir, practicaily, 
to the Gas Works in 1890. It will make 
at the rate ofa milliona year for the next 
six years by refusing all offers. 
Gas speculators will use all their arts of in- 
dustry to obtain the rich prize, but this fran- 
chise ig of such enormous value that no 
community could tolerate its being granted 
away in the manner proposed. 

The old gas company has the monopoly 
until 1890 and the city bas it after that. 
What would the old company think of an 
application of the new company to permit 
it to use the streets and sell its gas until 
1890? Whatis tne difference between that 
and an application to the city to use its 
streets and sell gas after 1890? Why should 
not the city enjoy its monopoly after 1890 , 
as well asthe old company prior to that 
time? : 

There is no hurry about this matter. Ap- 
plicants for the franchise will increase in 
number and in their importunities the nearer 
we approach 1890. “‘Where the carrion is, 
there the crows willcome” and while the 
mourners will be confined to the stockholders, 
there will be no lack of willing heirs for the 
rich carcass which then falls to thé city.

THE COTTON TRADE. 


Why @¢t. Louisis Losing It—-Mcoting of Com 
ten Facters. 

There isa question of prominent importance 
engaging the attention of our cotton merchants 
at present. It is an undisputea fact that the re- 
ceipts at this point bave been falling off 
largely of..late, and that those at New 
Or leans bave been steadily on the Increasé. 
In other words, Si. Louls is losing ber cotton 
trade and New Orleans is gaining it. The reasons 
for itare ebvious. Freight and compressing are 
both higher ip the St. Louis market, The ge 
for compressing cotton In New Orleans is 
60 cents. per bale for whe Liverpool market, 
aud 50 cents for the Eastern markets. 
In St. Louls it is 75 cents per Dile in both cases. 
Our local Compress Company claims that buyers 
here have no drayage to pay and this equal 
the charges. Thisisnotso. Four cents 100 
pounds is paid on each bale, and this is w 
the freight. 

One prominent cotton factor of 8t. Louls 
recelved, a few years ago 40,000 bales. 
He has lately been compelled to open a branch 
house in New Orleans'o retaiu his trade. He 
now receives 25.000 bales at New Orleans and 
only 15,000 bales in St. Louis. This is asignificant 
fact and shows Wuics way the wind is blowing. 
The directors of the Cotton Compress C.mpany 
have ameeting this afterpoon, and it would be 
well for them to bear these facts in 
mind. The directors of the Cotton Exchange alsv 
meet, aud itis more than probable that some ac- 
tion will be taken to secure lower freight rates 
from Suuthern points to St. Louis. New Orleans 
is making rapid encroachments upon our cotton 
trade, and it behooves our merchants to tuke 
some active steps io the maiier or she will absorb 
it all.

J. D. Miller, a reporter of a St, Louis afternoon 
paper, was assaulted and badly beaten by Officer 
Duffy last night, for no apparent cause, and 
when, under the impression that his assailant in- 
tended his murder, Mr. Miller-called for help, be 


was arrested on a char ge of disturbing the peace, 
ana thrust, bruised and bleeding, iu a dirty cell, 
and confined all night. Mr, Miller bad devoted 
most of bis time during the last two months to 
Ventilating alleged crookedness in the manage- 
ment of the cily affairs, and especially the police 
force, and had earned the enmity of several of the 
officers and many of their admirers. <A few days 
since Mr. Miller was informed that Patrick Magan, 
at present employed as bar-tender 
at Shea's saloon, had been brought from Chicago 
for the especial purpose of cutting his throat, 
and while in the saloon last night Mr. Miller re- 
lated the story to Mr. Eagan. Muller continued to 
banter the barkeeper about the smallness of the 
contract for such a powerful man till Eazan lost 
control of himself and assauited his tormentor, 
kbocking bim on the floor, and commenced to ad- 
minister a severe chastisement when Councilman 
Shea interfered, and by a well- 
directed shoulder blow colored the 
barkeeper’s eye a beautiful black fand 
sent that individual rolling in tue sawdust. Mill- 
erescaped from the saloon and was runnidg 
towards his residence, making a splendid record 
asa short distance runner till he collided with 
Officer Luffy, opposite the = station. The 
stories of interested parties flatly coniradict each 
other about what took place inimediately after 
the meeting. Miller says Lhe was about to re- 
late bis experieuce with the barkeeper when 
Duffy struck him in the eye, staggering him, and 
then following up bis advantage with a well- 
directed blow under theear. He cried for belp, 
and ran towards the entrance of the police sta- 
tion, but was recaptured and again pummeled, 
The officer then forced him int a_ cell 
and preferred a charge of disturbing 
the peace for hallooing in a loud tone 
of vvice for heip. Miller bied all night 
from av ugly cut under the lefteyve, which he Is 
confident was infircted with brass Knuckies, but 
the officer in charge did not think it worth bis 
while to call a physician. Mr. Duffy states he 
mei Miller running at au unreasonable rate of 
speed, and attempted to search him to see wheth- 
er he was armed or not, but Miller resisied. He 

laced kim under arrest and used force in takiug 
him to the Police Station. The assault reflects 
but little credit to tue assaulters, as ihe victim 
has but one hand and was no match for either of 
bis assailauts. Emil Egemann furvished the re- 
quired bona this morning and Mr, Miller was 
released.

A Qucer Lobbying Transaction by the Ase 
sistant Circuit Attorney. 

A petition for an injuuction was presented to 

Judge Barclay this morning by John C- Hartnett, 

asking the court to restrain City Auditor A. J. 

Smith from paying and M. J. Sullivay from re- 

ceiving ths sum of $3,000, which Hartnett claims 


belongs to him. The suit grows out of the follow- 
ing siate of fac.s: 

On April 28, 1876,the city of St. Louis was indebt- 
ed to Hartuctt, who, up to that time, had been in- 
spector Ol Weichis and measures of the city, in 
the sum of $4,072 50. On December 5, 1883; the 
Municipal Assembly passed au ordinance com- 
promising the Clann for $3,000. Hartnett alieves 
that he employed Sullivan to push the erdinance 
through the. Municipal Assembiy, agreein,z to pay 
him thirty per cent of Whatever sum was awarded 
him. He gave Sullivan a power of altorney to 
lobby the bili through,and to pay to Heury J 
BoeKraih out of the proceeds the sum of $500, 
which Hartnett owed him. He now states that 
Sullivan represented to him that such was the 
full scope of the power of attorney when it was 
signed, but that Sullivan insists upon ceileciing 
the monvy from City Auditor Smith, his 
co-defendant, aud on retaining a largersuin thau 
the $1,400 which it Was agreed he migiitretain out 
of it for himself and Buckrath. The Court took 
the matter under advisement. Mr. Sullivan ts at 
present the Assistant Circuit Attorney of the City 
ot St. Louis.

JanitornBrown of the City Hallfinterested himself 
in the matter and to-day called at the Four Courts 
to arrange for the release of the officers on bond. 
He stated to Judge Noonan that there was no lar-

Judge Noonan 
said that if the ladies would substantiate their 
statements in open court the bond 
would not be much. He preferred, however, 
to postpone action until he could learn 
the statement of the case made by the prosecuting 
witness. The matter was accordingly referred 
back to Capt. McDonald for a statement of the 
case. Janitor Brown said the ladies felt the ar- 
rest keenly ana were very anxious to furnish 
bond, which they could do readily. As ail parties 
are residents and the amount involved is not 
large, Judge Noonan will probably take a small 
bond.

STREET OPENINGS. 


The Commissioners Entitied to Extra Com- 
pensation for Clerical Laber. 

Judge Thayer this morning handed down a 
written opinion upon the points raised in the 
cases of the City of St. Louis vs. the Citizens’ 
Railway Company and others; the City vs. 
Blumenthal ana others; and the City vs. Corning 
and others. These were street opening cases. 
The controversy in these cases arose over the 
charge made by the Commissioners for draught- 
ing their report, inciuding the drauglting 


of descriptions of property affected by the assess- 
ments of benefits or damages. The city claims 
that the commissioners are bound by contract to 
charge only $3 per day for their services for tne 
time employed in draughting their report, as well 
as for the time empioyed while they were acting 
in a judicial capacity. The commissioners ciaim 
that the ecoutract only binds them when they are 
serving strictly as commissioners, but that they 
are entitled to charge for services that are merely 
clerical, whatever such services are fairly worth. 

Juage Thayer says: “In my judgment it is not 
reasonable to require the Commissioners to per- 
form the clerical iabor of putting the results of 
their deliberations in writing at a compensation 
of $3 per day. lu my opinion they might employ 
a clerk to av this class of work under their super- 
vision, as itis upt judicial in its character, and 
pay him therefoft 4 reasonabie compensation, to be 
taxed as costs 1n aduition tw their reguiar com- 
pensation of $3 perday. As the Commissioners 
ID those cases uave not charged any greater sum 
for drawing descriptions of property than the law 
alloWs a notary public for taking the acknowledg- 
ment to a deed, ithink it is proper to allow the 
sume as Well as the amount claimed for services 
rendered in @ judicial capacity.”’

A Congressman’s Sister in Jail for 
Stealing a Horse. 
From the Philadelphia News. 

This morning In the Court gf Quarter Ses- 
sions City Councilmen Graham and Walter 
of the Prison Committee reques ed that the 
trial of Ellen Watson and HelenaAnderson, 
two persoually pretty girls, indicted for the 
unfeminine crime of horse-stealing, be post- 
poned for a week. When Assistant District 
Attorney Warwick learned why these gen- 
tlemen wanted the case put off, it was an- 
nounced in open court that the trial was in- 
definitely pdéstponed. 

The prisoners in the latter part of Septem- 
ber or early part of October last hired a 
horse and buggy from the livery stable of 
Mr. Fly at No. 470 North 9th street, and 
failed to return the team. On the 15th of 
October Detective Crawford arrested them 
in a house at Fifthand Pine streets. Since 
then Helena Anderfoun, whose right name is 
Lee Crawford, has been confined in Moya- 
mensing prison. The other woman, Ellen 
Watson, has been out on_ bail, which Was 
furnished by her father, Timothy Sullivan 
of 706 Holly street, Thirtieth Ward. 

LEE CRAWFORD’S CAREER. 

The woman.who is indicted under the 
name of Helena Anderson has aiso been 
known by the names of Bruce, Walton aud 
Crawford. Her right name is Crawford and 
she says her father is a judge of the Supreme 
Court of Maine and lives at Portland. She 
has a brother whu is a member of Congress. 
A lawyer in this city who became interested ° 
in her case received a letter from Renel 
Small, official stenographer of the Supreme 
Judicial Court of Maine, dated at Portland, 
which confirms the fact that her right name 
is Lee Crawford. Councilman Granam <old 
the reporter that she has had an adventurous 
career, having run ay from home when 
she was sixteen, and that she joined a theat- 
rical company.

' THE JUDCE DID IT. 


A Talk With Gen. Roger Pryor, 
of O’Donnell’s Counsel. : 


The Slayer of Carey Would Have Been Ac- 
‘quitted but for the Determination of the 
Court to Convict—An American Has a 
Poor Show for Justice in Engiand—O’Don- 
nell’s Demeanor, 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December .17.—Gen, Roger A. 
Pryor, who was sent to England by the Irish 
Americans to defend O'Donnell, accused of kill- 
ing Carey the informer, arrived in this city yes- 
terday on the steamer Germanic of the White 
Star Line. He was found to-day by a correspond- 
ent of the Post-DispaTcu at his residence, No. 
147 Willow street, Brooklyn, engaged in conver- 
sation with Mr. Patrick Ford, Mr. Augustin 
Ford and ©. W. Pleasants, In the course of a 
discussion of the trial of O'Donnell, who was 
hanged this morning, Gen. Pryor spoke quite 
freely upon the details. When asked if the ver- 
dict was a surprise to him, he replied: 

“Well, I will say this much. If O'Donnell had 
heen tried.at Cape Town, or in America, he 
would have been acquitted, without a doubt. I 
was quite bopeful, I may say almost confident, up 


to the time when 

JUDGE DENMAN DELIVERED HIS CHARGE, 
thatthe prisoner would be acquitted. Judge 
Denman’s charge hanged O’Donnei!. There is 
no question in my mind that Judge Denman con- 
cluded, even before the trial commenced, that 
O’ Donnell was guilty, and he intenaed to con- 
vict. English judges have far more control over 
a jury than do those of America. 
They can, if they wish, cause 
a jury to bring inthe verdict they wish, Wheh 
the jury, aUier being out only about threé-quarters 
ofau hour, reiurned to ask, ‘If a man had a 
deadly weapon in his hand and another thought 
that he was about to use it against himand shot 
the former, would it be manslaughter or muider?’ 
The manner in which the judge repiied, ‘Neither. 
But where isthe evidence of any act done by 
Carey which induced O'Donnell to think Carey 
meant to shoot? Itis atale already told,’, was 
sufficientiy sicnificant to the most sanguine of the

Even betore the jury returved with a verdict, I 
saw Judge Denman go to his private room and 
return with the black cap, which be attempted to 
conceal from the eyes of tue spectators. “He 
edged up to his desk sidewise. and when he 
thought no one was noticing him placed it upon 
his desk. This satistied me thathe Knew what 
the verdict would be,”’ 

“What was O’Donnell’s demeanor 
throughout the trial?” 

“It was intrepid, decorous and dignified. In 
England the Clerk asks the prisoner why sen- 
tence should not be passed. When this was 
asked, the Clerk spoke in such 
a low ione that neliher O’Donueil 
nor the eouncil, nor did I, myself, hear the 
question.

The 
reason she went was because it was understood 
here that if the money were sent any other way 
it would be seized by the English Government. 

“I went under my own name,” the lady said, 
“and did pot assume any alias, as some of my 


friends had desired. When I and my friend, Miss 
Dougherty, disembarked at Queenstown, we saw 
at once that we were shadowed by detectives 
who, in fact, formed a body-guard for us during 
the whole of our stay *

It was even predicted 
that Emma Boud would not go upon the stapd and 
testily. The fact that she did go upon the stand 
aud testify; that she positively identifi John 
Montgomery as one of the men who assaulted her, 
and that other witnesses swore that all three of 
the defendants had made damaging admissions 
before and after their arrest, has completely 
revolutionized public sentiment, and the result is 
that the three men find themseives sliunned by the 
very ones who so Warmly sympatlized with them 
last week.

the littie social annoyances which a cold 
brings with it, and yet how loudly the 
temporary invalid S apparently de- 
termined to advertise his dilemma. If the 
cold be neglected and remedies are not 
“taken in time.” as the phrase ‘has it, 
society suffers still more severely. The 
cold can be subdued and kept within the si- 
lence of a discreet bandana. Only the very 
vulgar and unrefined person wakes the 
echoes of the room with a sneeze as loud as 
the report of arevolver, or gives audible 
vent to catarrhal groans; but a cough is 
quite another matter. The man with the 
“winter cough” is far more assertive than 
the man with the cold. He considers he has 
received a personal injury, the hardship of 
which should betrumpeted abroad. Ac- 
cordingly he stations himself where he can 
most conveniently inflict a sense of his 
wrongs on his innocent fellow-creatures. In 
the club library during the solemn 
hours of the evening; at the 
piay during a serious scene; at church dur- 
ing an interesting portiun of the discourse, 
the cougher delights to have a field day. His 
own nerves have yielded to the stress of the 
malady. and the man with the cough has it 
out boldlv whenever a paroxysm comes upon 
him. Itis difficult to savy whether to the 
audience the cough itself or the groans by 
which itis often followed give the most an- 
noyance. Not, indeed, that it does not re- 
quire the most heroic self-denial and painful 
abstinence to suppress a sneezilg er a cough- 
ing fit. It is bad enough to check one or the 
other ina theater or a church, but social 
“ey has its martyrs. 

There are various theories as to how colds 
and coughs arise at this season of the year. 
At present they amount to an epidemic, and 
one thing is certain, that there is, after all, 
no royal read to avuiding the November 
chills, A careful person may swath himself 
in flannel, as is so requisite at this time of 
the year; he may temper the severity of the 
morning bato with a dash or so from the hot 
water can; he may escape extremes of heat 
and cold; he may obey all the well known 
rules of hygiene which experience 
teaches him; butit will be wonderful, in- 
deed, if he can escape that commonest of all 
common cold-producers, a draught. Now, a 
draught, though considered a phrase by the 
robust majority, is in reality a very pre- 
valent source of disease, and yet the 
draught is allowed to reign tri- 
umphantly in places where men most 
do congregate. The many railroad stations 
of the metropolis are diabolical play-grounds 
for draughts, and architects seem almost to 
design these places for the express purpose 
of decimating susceptible subjects. The 
ticket window is iuvariabiy situated in the 
full blast of a draught trenchant enough to 
cut a passenger in two. -Standing there, 
waiting for their turn,the chilly man and the 
delicate Woman are stabbed with the wind- 
thrust that pierces to the very marrow. The 
draught demon gambols fiendishly about 
every railruad station. If it does not secure 
a Victim at the tieket office, it will get one in 
some of the keen, cutting passages, 
while on the platform the wretched pas- 
sengers are exposed to the force and fury 
ofa pueumatic tube. Where can they go 
and what are they to do if unhappily they 
have to wait fora train in those stations 
where nv waiting room is provided? They 
can do nothing but stand and be blown about 
like the posters at the book-stalis. There is 
no shelter, no fire, not even the semi-conso- 
lation of a gas-stove; and in the refreshment- 
room, if there be one, it is more than proba- 
ble that the shivering ‘attendants will be 
found exposed to those mimic whirlwinds 
and bowing humbly to the fierce onrushes of 
an artificial storm. When to the inevitable 
hardships that belong to all railroad travel- 
ing in severe weather are added these ice- 
chill blasts which no efforts are made to 
counteract, the wonder is that the servants 
of the companies do not sooner succumb to 
the persistent attacks of the draught demon. 

Churches, as a rule, are far more pro- 
tected irom draughts than theaters or cun- 
cert halls. The modern open and free- 
seated church, of course, cannot compare 
forcomfort with the old-fashioned, high- 
pewed, deep-gaileried place of worship, 
where old ladies of very advanced years 
could attend servicé without any risk or 
danger. Still, the modera church architect 
is nota sinner in respect of wide or air- 
giving entrances, There are some theaters, 
however, where no human ingenuity can 
keep out the draughts that mar the pleas- 


ures of play-going. No heavy curtains, no 
Swing-doors or patent hinges, not all the 
watebfulness of a civil staff of attendants, 
shut out the draughts from that 
most draughty of all positions, the 
stalls. Directly the curtain is up a 
blast comes from the stage that seizes the 
Audience in its grasp, and the consequent 
danger to men in evening dress, and tu giris 
in low dresses, need not be enlarged upon. 
Nor does the danger rest there. In time the 
theater becomes warm, and the most suscep- 
tible part of the audience, when the play is 
over, has to stand ina hall percolated with 
hurricanes, whilst the carriage is being 
fetched or the cab is being brought slowly tu 
the door, Those people are the most sensible 
who dash buidly out of the theater and seek 
their own conveyances, instead of waiting, 
with pinched faces and frozen extremities 
for the vehicle whose progress is obstructed 
in a thoroughfare that defies manage- 
ment, Jurymen constitute another 
great class who suffer severely 
from draughts and scarcely a week passes 
but some new complaint is directed against 
one or other of the chambers where justice 
is administered in the new Law Wourts.
